Postage  one 
cent  per  ounce.  Mark  package:  “ Sensitive  Film — open  in  Photogra¬ 
phers'  Dark  Room  only  /” 

Note  No.  3. — In  forwarding  films  be  sure  and  send  separate  instruc¬ 
tions,  or  else  adopt  the  following  code  in  figures,  which  will  be  understood 
by  us,  to  be  marked  distinctly  on  the  outside  of  wrapper,  viz : 

(1) =Develop  only. 

(2) =Develop  and  print,  unmounted  Velox. 

(3) ==Develop  and  print,  mounted  Velox. 

(4)  =Develop  and  print,  unmounted  Solio. 

(5) =Develop  and  print,  mounted  Solio. 

(6) ==Return  to  me  as  quickly  as  finished. 

(7) =Hold  for  me,  pending  my  call. 

(8) =Notify  me  amount  that  will  be  due  for  the  work  and  I  will  remit. 

Example:  A  roll  of  Film  is  received  through  the  mail  by  us  and  on 

the  package  in  addition  to  our  address  appears :  “ From  John  Smith ,  Lack- 
awaxenl Pike  Co .,  Pa."  “(2  7).” 

Although  perhaps  a  stranger  to  us,  we  know  what  Mr  John  Smith’s  de¬ 
sires  are  and  without  correspondence  or  further  delay,  at  once  proceed  to 
develop  this  roll  of  Film,  making  from  the  good  negatives  unmounted  Velox 
prints,  and  when  finished  to  hold  his  work  here  until  he  calls  or  sends 
further  instructions. 

Should  John  Smith  mark  his  package  “(2.8),”  we  would  at  once  un¬
